3. Detailed Description of Utility Model 

In a wavelength measuring device according to the 
present utility model , an almost-monochromatic laser beam 
to be measured transmits through a wavelength plate and 
is divided into two polarized components directed in 
different directions. The polarized components are 
incident on a pair of photo detectors respectively. 
Thereafter , a calculation result is obtained by 
appropriately performing a calculation according to 
outputs of the pair of photo detectors , and a wavelength 
of the laser beam is detected according to the calculation 
result. 

A measurement precision for the wavelength of the laser 
beam depends on characteristics of a filter 9 . In cases 
where an interference film filter is used as the filter 
9, a measurement precision of 1 mm or less can be obtained. 
In Fig. 2, to prevent an amount of polarized components 
of a laser beam incident on photo detectors 6, 7 from being 
decreased, the laser beam radiated from a laser beam source 
is converged in a lens 2. Therefore, the lens 2 can be 
omitted . 
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
